Coach Myron Oehlerking happily remembers when the Girls’ State 
Volleyball Tournament was in Scottsbluff, the 22 year-old tournament 
series’ first host. 


His Lincoln East team qualified for a couple of Scottsbluff runs and 
they traveled with another team both times, Beatrice in 1973 and 
Lincoln High in 1974, It turns out in 1974 (the "20 Years Ago" fea- 
ture in this state tournament program) both Lincoln High and Lincoln 
East made it to the Class A state finals, with East winning the first of 
six state titles under Oehlerking's direction. The two teams collected 
their trophies, gathered their gear and rode in the same bus after the 
match, right into the night. 


"We always went out to the Scottsbluffs Monument when we took a 
team to Scottsbluff,” said Oehlerking. "One year, the girls had a beau- 
tiful sight. It was cloudy on our 
way out and when they got up to 
the top, we were above the 
clouds and the sun was shining 
bright." 


It was during the 1974 
Scottsbluff trip that the East 
players broke out into a song 
about "everything is beautiful," 
Oehlerking recalled. The coach 
said the next time he recalls 
hearing the tune was when he 
was taping a player's ankle just 
prior to the 1986 championship 
game when she began singing it. 
East won the title that night, too.

Oehlerking has maintained contact with the coaches of the other 
1974 championship teams, Karen Stoner (B), Bob McCormick (C) 
and Keith Jurrens (D). In fact, McCormick made a Madison to 
Norfolk run earlier this season and watched the East team play the 
Panthers. 


The all-Lincoln finale in 1974 signalled the start of a regular pattern 
for the capital city Class A teams. There has been a Lincoln team in 
the Class A final 15 different times in the past 19 tournaments. "I 
think Lincoln High lost five times in 1974," said Oehlerking, "and we 
beat them the four times we played." Oehlerking's assistant coach, 
Nancy Grant-Colson played on the 1974 championship team. 


In 1982, Class A had its second all-Lincoln final--East over 
Northeast. 


East has qualified for the state tournament 14 times and has won six 
championships and been runner-up once. Northeast also is a 14-time 
state tournament qualifier and has also been in the finals seven times, 
winning three state championships. Lincoln High has one champi- 
onship and two runner-up trophies for its five state tournament 
appearances.
